Beginning with January 1st, 1913, 
all dry measures used in the selling 
of goods must be of a uniform stand­ 
ard. 
This will mean that many tens 
of thousands of dry measures now 
in use must be discarded by the deal­ 
er, and uniform measures purchased. 
In a recent opinion handed down 
by the Attorney General, it was held 
that the Slate Sealer may adopt as 
a standard, one uniform set of meas­ 
ures which must be 
of 
a certain 
height and diameter. 
The State Sealer, S, E. Strode, has 
Instructed his deputy sealers all over 
the state, including Deputy Sealer H. 
W. Jones, of this county, to seal only 
such measures as comply with the 
standard adopted by the state, and 
that all other dry measures not In 
accordance with the requirements, 
shall be condemned. 


The measures which must be of 
certain specifications are the half- 
bushel, peck, half peck, quarter peck, 
Quart and pint measures, and they 
must have the following specifica­ 
tions: 


Half bushel, 13 89-40 inches In 
diameter, 7 1-24 Inches deep. 
One peck, ll inches in diameter, 
5 5-8 inches deep. 


Half peck, 8 1-2 inches in diamet­ 
er and 4 3-4 inches deep. 
Half peck, 6 5-8 inches in diamet­ 
er, and 3 7-8 inches deep. 
One quart, 5 5-16 inches 
in 
di­ 
ameter and 3 inches deep. 


The above must be Inside measure­ 
ments, and the enforcement of the 
law will disqualify great numbers of 
present day measures.
